Mike DeWine’s recommendation.

Ohio’s schools will close for at least 
three weeks, starting at the end of 
classes Monday, as state health offi- 
cials work to limit the spread of the 
COVID-19 virus, the respiratory ill- 
ness associated with infection by the 
new coronavirus. 

Gov. Mike DeWine announced 
Thursday that public and private kin- 
dergarten through 12th grade schools 
will close from Tuesday through 
April 3. Some schools are closing im- 
mediately. 

It’s not yet clear how the closure 
will affect state testing. DeWine said 
the order does not affect preschools 
and child care centers.

Reds’ Opening Day postponed, other sports canceled

The sports universe was rocked 
Thursday by cancellations and post- 
ponements due to the COVID-19 virus: 

I Major League Baseball suspended 
operations, spring training games and 
the start of the regular season by at least 
two weeks. This means the earliest date 
for Reds Opening Day is April 9. The 
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World Baseball Classic qualifier games, 
scheduled for the coming days, are post- 
poned indefinitely. 

I Major League Soccer announced it 
would halt its season for 30 days, includ- 
ing FC Cincinnati’s home opener Satur- 
day night. It’s expected matches will be 
rescheduled. 

I NCAA championships. The NCAA 
announced it will cancel its men’s and 
women’s basketball tournaments, as 
well as the Division I hockey tourna- 


ment. 

I College basketball conference 
tournaments started canceling, includ- 
ing the American Athletic Conference, 
for which Cincinnati was the No. 1 seed, 
and the Big East, which includes the Xa- 
vier Musketeers, which lost Wednesday. 
Others that canceled: Atlantic Coast 
Conference, Atlantic 10, Big 12, Big Ten, 
Pac-12 and Southeastern Conference. 

I The Ohio High School Athletic As- 
sociation suspended its postseason 


tournaments indefinitely, including boys 
and girls basketball, wrestling and ice 
hockey. 

I The Kentucky High School Athlet- 
ic Association announced “an extreme 
limit” to fans attending the boys and girls 
basketball state tournaments. 

I The National Hockey League sus- 
pended play, following the National 
Basketball Association, which sus- 
pended play Wednesday night.
